Batavia, Aug. 10. 

The Government; in a yeply to al- 
legations made in the People’s Goun- 
cil in the course of the debate on the 
question of. attacks on planters by 
coolies, denies that the recent murder 
of a planter’s wife in Sumatra was the 
result. of communist activity. it is 
held that the chigi cause of the in- 
creased insecurity on estates is the 
changed mentality of the coolie 
throughout the whole of Asia and the 
demand for better treatment, The 
change is principally due to education 
and the more systematic exploitation 


of estates. : 
it is held, under- 


Java planters, i, 
stand the mentality of coolies better 
of Sumatra, who- 


than the planters ‘ 
are working with Javanese éoolies in 
a foreign environment. The Govern- 
ment wishes to give “this advice to 
managers in North Sumatra and 
directors in Europe: “Look to Java 
to learn how Javanese are handled. 
Change your methods of working to 
meet the change in the metality of 
coolies.” ‘ 

It is emphasised that there Is 2 
necessity for - better understanding 
and co-operation between Government 
oficials and inspectors of labour’ on 
the one- hand and the planters’ or- 
ganisations on the other. The Gov- 
ernment does not deny that inspec- 
tors of labour sometimes make mis- 
takes, but thinks that, on the whole, 
they carry out an onerous task satis- 
factorily, sometimes even preventing 
murderous attacks. Improvement, 
however, can only be brought about 
through co-operation. ; ‘ 

In conclusion the Government gives 
an assurance that the safety .of in- 
habitants will be given every care— 
Aneta. 


PLANTERS’ DINNER 


THE FUTURE OF THE RUBBER 
INDUSTRY 

-‘The annual dinner of the. Incorpor- 
ated Society of Planters was held at 
the Piccadilly Hotel, W.1. 

‘The chair was taken by the Hon. 
Mr. J. S. Arter. ce: i 
“Mr. P. J. Burgess (past chairman 
of the Rubber Growers’ Association) 
proposed the toast of. “The Rubber 
Industry.” They could not go. on, he 
said, in the placid way of the past.

They had 
to look to the “acid test” in the

CHILE’S COAL 


ESTIMATES TWO BILLION TONS 
. OF DEPOSITS 

; Santiago, August, 1929. 
While Chile eo" venerally noted 
for its nitrate and copper re- 
sources, Government experts have @s- 
timated: that there is a total deposit 
of 2,000,000,000 tons of coal in the 
southern part of the country. In 
some sections these deposits extend 
for miles under the sea, and at one 
point are believed to stretch as far 
as the Island of Santa Maria, thirty 
miles offshore. 

Coal production in Chile since 
1913 has experienced about the same 
ups and downs as in Europe and the 
United States. Decreased consump- 
tion has been caused by substitution 
of petroleum for fuel in the nitrate 
plants and increased use of electric- 
ity in other industries,  Electrifica- 
tion of Government railways in the 
‘frst zone represented a loss of 
-80,000 to 100,000 tons of coal an- 
nually to .produéers. 


Chile’s Production . 


Chile occupies the eighth place in 
the. world's production of coal, com- 
ing after America, Britain, Germany, 
France,- Japan, . Belgium and Spain 
and ahead of Italy, 

That Chilean coal may be used to 
the exclusion’ of imported fuels, such 
as oil, the Government is encourag- 
ing the development of new centres 
of production and the latest systems 
of mining. Although there are enor- 
mous deposits of coal in many parts 
of the country, especially in the pro- 
vince of Concepcion, these have not 
been properly developed for lack of 
capital and adequate transport. 

The. Government contemplates ex- 
tensive’ port improvements in the 
south, where the coal is mined, and 
jn the northern part of the couniry, 
which consumes a largé portion in 
nitrate works and copper mines. 


_ Modern machinery to be installed 
-in ports of Northern Chile for dis- 
charging coal will cost $5,500,000 and 
will be capable of 2,000,000 tons an- 
nually. The greatest activity will 
eonsist in- constructing docks adequate 
for ocean steamships. 

The National Railways have adopt- 
ed a policy-of using Chilean coal to 
=the exelusion of other fuels.

FRENCH LINERS 


BRITISH INDUSTRY’S 
CONTRIBUTION ~ “~~ 


Following on investigations which 
I have completed (writes. the Paris 
correspondent of the “Journal of 
Commerce”), I am able to give in- 
teresting data about the important 
share taken by British industry in 
‘ fitting-out of the 
new big passenger liners which are 
now building or completing on . this 
side, especially the four new motor 
passenger liners “Lafayette” _ (Cie; 
Gle.. Trans-Atlantique), _ “Eridan,’ 
“Jean-Laborde” and “I'elix-Roussel” 
(Messageries Maritimes). 

I learn, for instance, that thes? 
liners,.as well as the four big cargs 
vessels now building at Bremen for 
the C.G7., will each be fitted with 
a “B” type gyro-compass, as supplied 
by Messrs.. 8. G. Brown, Ltd. and 
it will be remembered in this res- 
pect that a Brown gyro-compass of 
the “A” type was supplied for the 
“Tle de France.” The Brown gyro- 
compass equipment to be supplied 
for the “Lafayette” will be complete 
with an automatic helmsman and a 
rudder angle recorder. MesSrs. S, G. 
Brown, Ltd, will -also .be supplying 
for the largest French motorship a 
large electro-megaphone equipment 
for communitation from the bridge 
to ‘the crow’s nest, forecastle, dock- 
ing bridge, steering gear, engine- 
room, chief engineer's office and gyro 
room. . 

The seven other French ships re- 
ferred to above will also be fitted 
with a -eomplete system of Brown 
elactroemeraphones; the four cargo 
ships building .at Bremen for the 
C.G.T. will use the separate circuit 
systen. 

“The €.G.T’s “Lafayette” will also 
‘be fitted with eight Stone water- 
tight doors, the. “Eridan” with five, 
the “Jean-Laborde” with seven, and 
the “Felix-Roussel” with four Stone 
water-tight doors. Messrs. J. Stone 
and Co. are also to supply for the 
“Felix-Roussel” 98 sliding windows 
of a very interesting type. 

Passing to Messrs. Brown Brothers, 
it is noteworthy that this British 
firm is to supply. the steering gear 
for the “Eridan,” “Jean-Laborde” and 
“Felix-Roussel.” Each of these ves- 
sels is to. be fitted with an electro- 
hydraulic steering gear controlled 
from the bridge by a Brown’s steer- 
ing telemotor. In conjunetion with 
the electro-hydraulie steering gear, 2 
hand-steering gear by the same mak- 
ers is also provided for these three 
liners. 5 * 

While Messrs. Kelvin, Bottomley 
and Baird, Ltd., will supply for the 
four, liners a number of compasses 
and ‘navigating instruments, I under- 
atand that this firm is-also to supply 
for the “Lafayette” a complete set 
of ~pneumercator. tank gauges, the 
Gat§t to consist of seven.gauges deal- 
ing with 26 tanks in all.

. FURTHER EVIDENCE™ 


London.—The Royal’ Commission on 
Awards to Inventors, sitting in .the 
Privy Counciz Court, Downing-street, 
centinued the hearing of the claims 
‘in respect of improvements in and 
relating to, gyroscopic compasses, 

The claimants were Sir James .B, 
Henderson, represented by “Mr. K. 
Shelly; Mr, S, @, Brown, whose coun- 
sel were the Hon.  Stafford-Cripps, 
K.C.;- Mr. Trevor “Watson, and Mr. 
Drew; Dr. A. L. Rawlings, represent- 
ed by Mr. D. H.-Corsellis and “Mr R. 
Jones; and Mr, E. Kilburn Scott, who 
was not répresented. . 

Counsel for the Admwalty were 


Mr. Wilfred Greene, K.C., Mr. James 


Whitehead, K.C.,° and Mr. J.. M. 
McEwen. ‘ 
~_ Dr: Rawlings continued his evi- 
}denee and was re-examined by Mr, 
Greene,' who asked if the witness 
sould tell him what was the diminu-. 
tion factor due to the-inertia of the 
liguid when the period of the roll 
was ‘ten seconds—the inertia as dis- 
tinct from the friction element. 

Dr. Rawlings said that ten seconds 
was about half the natural period of 
oscillation of the liquid, and it would 
be about three to.onc. He agreed 
that the diminution factor would be 
45, It was towards the end of 1919 
that he gave the Sperry Company an 
option to purchase his patent. He 
could not say exactly when they first 
manufactured under it. 

Mr. Greene reminded Dr. Rawlings 
that he had told the commission that 
he first saw Professor Henderson’s 
specification in May, 1919,. at Mr. 
Brown's office, and he asked if Dr, 
Rawlings knew- whether Professor 
Henderson's specification. ever reach- 
ed the Compass’ Department. .- 

. Never Saw Capy 

Dr, Rawlings said he-never saw a 
copy there, and never heard anyone 
in the Compass Department refer to 
it at that date. 

Answering Mr.  Corsellis, ° Dr. 
Rawlings said he never did any ex- 
periment on Mr. Brown's compass, 
which involved any alteration without 
asking him. 

Commander G. B. Harrison, who 
in 1918, ‘was Superintendent of the 
Gyro Compass Department, said ‘in 
reply to Mr. Corsellis, that the main 
part he took in the’ making the 
Harrison-Rawlings invention was the 
provision of. the boxes. 


Mr. Kilburn Scott said he did not |” 


wish to call any witness, and he was 
then briefly- questioned. : 

Mr. Greene. suggested that Mr. 
Kilburn Scott's compass-had no north 
seeking quality at all, and asked him 
to explain quite. shortly what they 
were, : é 

Mr. Kilburn Scott said that -it had, 
but that he could not explain shori- 
ly, and Mr. Greene then suggested 
that the reverse spin in his gyro was 
of no importance at all. 

Mr. Kilburn Scott:—I 
is. 

Captain Creagh Osborne, who was 
in control of the Compass Depart- 
ment during. the war, said that in 
1916, 1917 and 1918, the Admiralty 
was using as its ordinary gyroscopic 
compass the Sperry patent. A large 
number was in use at the end of the 
war—hundreds of thousands of 
pounds in value. -

their cargoés. The. judge found these 
were not loaded in the usual manner 
obtaining in the port. of London, 

The, plaintiffs were Brewster and 
Co.. (Woking), Ltd., and the ship- 
owners. the Dampfschiffs Gesellschaft 
. Aug. Cords, of Rostock, and the sum in 
question was £1,627.' The plaintiffs in- 
structed Mr. Beckett, a lighterage 
contractor, to provide barges fer taking 
-the cargo from the port up the river in 
October, 1927, and the barge “British” 
shot. her cargo’ because she was top- 
“heavy, the judge fi and the barge 
“Eclipse,” which lay with ker earge two 
days before she shot it, was pnsen- 
worthy and was badly stowed, in the 
sense that she had too high a stack, 
having regard to the disposition of the 
cargo. . ; : 

For the plaintiffs Mr. D. B.. Somer- 
vell, K.C., and Mr. James Dickinson 
appeared {instructed by Messrs. Keene, 
Marsland, Bryden and Besant ; for 
Mr. Beckett, the first defendant. Mr.

Lewis (instructed by Messrs. J. A. and

Delivery Into Lighters © 

It was. suggested that not. enough 
barges were provited, and that on that 
account two were overloaded. That 
was alleged against the first defen- 
derg. The provisions of the charter- 
Party were quoted, which said dis- 
charge was to be “by the. vessel in the 
customary manner, as fast as the vessel 
can deliver during the ordinary working 
hours of the port, on the quay and/or 
into lighters, craft; or rafts, or 


wagegons,.or on the docks, and thereon |’ 


stowed and/or stacked as customary at 
port of discharge, the ¢onsignees hav- 
ing the right to select. one or more of 
these alternatives if.customary and 
available at the time of discharge. For 
any work donc by the vessel at the port 
of discharge, heyond delivering cargo at 
the ship’s rail, if discharged by hand, 
or within reach of the ship’s tackle 
-_- ~ the. consignees shall pay to the 
shipowners,” The plaintiffs elected to 
take delivery into lighters er crait, as 
was eustomary, and_pleaded that the 
custom and practice of the port of Lon- 
don was that the shipowners were 
bound to do the whole work of detiver- 
ing the timber into the receivers’ 
craft, and stow it therein in such a 
reasonable and ordinary manner that-it 
should not be imperilled. : 

Mr. Beekett’s reply was ih@t he 
agreed to carry the goods on the terms 
fhat he was not to be liable for any 
loss or damage, and denied negligence. 
The shipowners said that if the re- 
ceivers employed Mr. Beckett to take 
delivery, he became their agent, and 
turther said-he had charge of the stow- 
ing. It was said the cargo superinten- 
dent told the man in eharge of the 
lighters that a further lighter would 
be needed, and that next day the ship 
refused to load more unless the man 
accepted responsibility. . The lighter- 
man said he had orders te carry on, and 
they continued. 

Not Safely Navigable 

The Judge said that the reason that 
the deckloads were too great - arose 
from too much light cargo below and 
too much heavy cargo above, and they 
were stacked too light above the coam- 
ings.-. There was a custom which gov- 
erned the obligations of a shipowner in: 
the port of London in regard to stow- 
age in lighters, and the stevedores did 
not stow the timber in the “British” and 
the “Eclipse” ina reasonable and 
ordinary manner, and the craft were 
not properly. and: safely navigable. 
Two defendants had-been sued, and it 
was for the court to find which of 
them was liable. He found the craft 
supplies were -efficient, if - properly 
stowed, that Mr. Beckett sent down a 
spare harge, the “Polly,” at the end of 
the discharge because there had been 
complaints of the way the timber was 
being stowed. It happened, however, 
that unfortunately the. watchman, 
Whittaker, did not think it’ necessary 
to use her. Whittaker committed an

Importance of Historical Element in Christianity 


MODERN CHURCHMAN'S ‘VIEWS 


[By Professor F. C. Gr igpacaan F.B.A.] 


(Continued from August 17.) 


Let-us go back again to the title of 
this paper, to the importance of. the 
Historical Element in Christianity. 
It is set as if the opposite were’ 
arguable, and jndeed I understand 
that I am to _be followed by @ 
paper which- wil] minimize — this 
alleged ‘ importance.- What a 
change from what must have been 
said in any former generation, ty 
any Chr istian since the days of 
Marcion and of Mani! And even 
these great heretics basec their 
whole construction, on ‘Jesus who 
appeared in Judaca,’ and what He 
had effected. Christianity is not 
the absolute religion, independent 
ot time and place, as if ‘Do as you 
would he done by’ and a tew other 
maxims were the core cf the 
Christian religion, Chiistlantty, 
tram the first and all «own the | 
centuries, has been centred in 
what theologians call the In- 

carnation. There have been 
many theories, orthodox and here- 
about the nature of the In- 
ution, theories of the nature 
. of God, of the nature of man, of 
the nature of the God-man. But 
the esssence of the Christian 
doctrine of the Incarnation is that 
in some way or other the Divine 
life and power and grace. was 
personified in Jesus, that in Him 
that which is really Divine had a 
carcer among men, with all the 
necessary limitations that such 
an’ individual career involves. 

. Serious Dispute 

What these limitations were is 4 

matter bf serious dispute, but the 
_ very idea “unquestionably involves 
limitation, circumscription. ‘Cruci- 
fied under Pontius Pilate’. 
says the official Christian Creed. 
What has Pontius Pilate to do 
with the definilion ofe true re- 
ligion? This, that, he marks a@ 
place and a date. And if our 
theology go on, as Christian 
theology has always done in the 

past,'to include some doctrine of 
an atonement, a fresh association 
of God and man, effected some- 
how by ‘Jesus who appeared in 
Judaea’—to use Mani’s phrase 
once, again—then that also is 
dated and placed. But if 
Christianity is concerned with his- 
tery, is in some way really de- 
pendent upon_history, how far is 
it vital that the history shall be 
true? What isto happen if it 
be discovered, to use the popular 
phrase, that ‘the Bible isn’t true’? 
That is the link between what I 
began with and what I have been 
saying in the last few paragraphs. 
On what is our Christianity based, 
if not on the Bible ? 

No “Fool Proof” Religion 

Let.me begin by expressing my 
eonviction that it is impossible to 
get what may be ealled a safe, a 
“fool-proof” religion.- There is 
an element of doubt and uncer- 
tainty, of choice and venture, in 
religious faith, which is different 
from demonstration and proof. 
Further, in the special case before 
‘us we do, I think, get some help, 
at least in clearing our thoughts, 
from a distinction made by Pro- 
fessor Wobbermin . of Breslau in 
a paper which he called Geschichte 
and Historie. He. makes @ differ- 
ence between these two “words, 
defining Geachiehte’-as that. which 
really hag happened, what I have 
always tried to speak of as ‘the 
Course of Events,’ while by. His-. 
‘torie ‘he means, the accounts, true 
and . false," adequate. and. -in- 
adequate,’: which men have’ made 
of the Course“of ‘Events. Wob- 
dermin’s thesis. was that -Chris- 
‘tianity: ‘does depend.; upon Ges- 
chichte, but. that’ it does+not’~ de- 
pend on Historie. This “does: not 
take us very: far, for how can we 
ascertain the outlines and contours 
vf Geschiohte, seeing: that -we have 
nothing but Historie.to go upon 71; 
Still, I. think the ‘distinction chelps | 
to, clear cur thoughts, helps: ug ‘to 
sunderstand the ‘nature’ of our: de- 
pendence’ onpast évents. 

: Two Curious Questions: 


‘trouble ourselves with that, 


God and man and Christ are neces- 
sary before a man's religion can 
be regarded aa Christian religion. 
What are these? Can we define 
them ? I- am — attempting to 
answer these two, questions now, 
but 1 think the discussion of them 
belongs to our subject. 
-Not an Idle Question 

Let us remember in passing that 
there are. indications that the 
second question is not an. idle one 
in some‘ parts of the mission-field. 
Of course, so long as the Bible 
throughout was regarded as ‘ abso- 
lutely true, as a revelation of ab- 
solute truth, it was obviously most 
important .that cvery ‘Christian 
should be instrueted in the -whole 
Bible. Let the Indian convert 
forget his heathen fables and Jearn 
the true story of the beginnings of 
things, of Adam-and Eve, of Noah, 
of Abraham, of Jonah, of Daniel! 
But now that Noah and Adam and 
Eve are receding into the realm of 
folk-lore, cannot we, it is beginning 
to be asked, teach Christianity to 
Hindus on the basis of the Vedas 
and the Bhagavadgita, just as the 
Western Modernists are” hasing 
their Christianity on + Jewish 
legends? In any case, what reason 
is there for teaching the Old Testa- 
ment to those who do not know it, 
except ‘on the supposition that it 
is an essential part of the truth of 
things? 

The answer is not easy for any’ 


Modernist, ‘but it is evident that | 


no answer -at all can be given ex- 
cept by one who has a fairly clear 
idea in his own mind asto the 
nature of . the Christian religion. 
By the Christian religion I do not 
mean religion in general: There 
have been many deeply religious 
people who have not been Chris- 
tians at all—Marcus Aurelius and 
Epictetus’ are obvious instances. 
But Christianity does seem to me 
to be bound up with certain alleged 
historical happenings. 
Of the First Importance 

What these are we will come to 
later. But it is obvious that if 
what I have said is true at all, it 
is of the first importance that -the® 
alleged happenings really occurred, 
that if they could be proved not to 
have happened Christianity would 
fall. Qn the other hand, it is 
equally obvious that if they did 
happen, nothing, not even the dis- 
belief of subsequent generations, 
can prevent them having happened. 
If the Crucifixion of Jesus took 
place,; present-day unbelief, even 
univemsal unbelief, cannot prevent 
its having taken place. 

But belief in the Crucifixion is 
not all that is required of a Chris- 
tian: to this must be added a belief 
about the Crucifixion.’ He that 
cometh te God. must believe that 
He is,—and—that He is a rewarder 
of them that diligently seek Him. 
Both parts are necessary. However 
short or vague we may make the 
list of necessary facts. to be known 
and believed in, there is a corres- 
ponding list of views to be held 
about those facts in order to con- 
vert our true. historical! -opinion 
into articles of. religious belief, 

Facts Alleged .

A message from Mukden states 
that. following an important mili-, 
tary conference at. which mea-| 
sures dealing with the situation 
Sino-Russian border were 
adopted, Generals Chang Teo- hsijang, 
the Governor of Kirin, was appoint- 
ed Commiander-in-Chief of the 
newly-organised anti-Soviet army.

Chin 
Yao-yen, the special. representa- 
tive of General Chang Hsueh-liang, 
arrived yesterday from Mukden to 
report on conditions in Manchuria 
relative to the Sino-Soviet dispute. 
—Reuter. 

Coal Mines Objective 
Peking, Yesterday. 

To effect the closing up of the 
eoal mines in Chalanor, in the west, 
and: Muling, in the east, is reported 
to be the object of the Soviet’s’ 
organised military raids -across 
these borders, as this would paralyse 
the Chinese Eastérn Railway, which 
draws ita entire coal supply from 
these’ mines, the only other source 
in Manchuria heing the (Japanese- 
owned) South Manchuria Railway’s 
mines at Fushun. 

The Chinese appear to appreciate 
this as practically all the troops 
now on the borders are concentrat- 
ed in these areas. 

It is learned from the Harbarvosk 
region that for a thousand miles 
along the Amur River the. only 
Chinese troops are a garrison of 
3,000 men at Taheiho, whose posi- 
tion is precarious. owing to the 
difficulty of getting up supplies 
from Tsitsihar. 

Chinese reports from Harbin 
state that the Russians are. still 
occupying Tungning, southward of 
Suifenho.—Reuter. 

Japan's Views’ 
Tokyo, Yesterday. 

Im spite of the increasing fre- 
quency ‘of clashes between the 
Chinese and Soviet troops, official 
Japanese circles continue optimis- 
tie ‘that an actual outbreak of hosi- 
lities is very unlikely. i 

It is thought probable that a 
basis for the opening of Forindl 
negotiations will be ‘reached be- 
fore long by the Soviet agreeing 
to appoint new bureau’ chiefs for 
the Chinese Eastern Railway. 

While reports of border clashes 
appear to be true’ in substance, it 
is intimated here that little faith}: 
is placed in either Chinese’ or 
Soviet ‘charges and © counter- 
charges. It is a case of six of one 
and half a dozen of the other. 

Regarding the recent reports of 
friction between Nanking © and 
Mukden, the official Japanese view 
appears to be that Mukden acted 


‘too much on its own at the outset, 


but ‘it ‘is believed that-she is now. 
more or less toeing the line and 
following Nanking’s instructions.— 
Reuter. 
Nippon Garrison

The Chairman, in proposing the 


| adoption of the report and accounts, 


said that the Club's position was 
very satisfactory. ~ . 
' After meeting the cost of the 
new ‘building, there were assets 
amounting. to about £6,000.. No 
comment being raised, the accounts 
and report were passed.. 
Alteration to Rules 

The meeting then attended to the 
next item on the agenda which was 
to consider and, if thought fit, pass 
the following resolutions, namely: 

That the following alterations be 
made to the Rules of the Club. 

Rule 4 to. read as follows:— 

“The Officers of the Club shall be 
a President, Vice-President, Chair- 


man, Hon,. Secretary, Hon. Treasurer, 
Captain and Vice-Captain of “Soccer” 


“Section and Captain Vice-Captain of 


“Rugger”. Section.” 

Rule 5 to read as follows:— 

“The management of the affairs of 
the Club shaJl be vested in a General 
Committee consisting of the Officers 
and six other members, three. of 
which -shall represent the “Soccer” 
Section and three shall represent the 
“Rugger” Section.” 

Rule 6 to be deleted. 

That. the General Committee be 
empowered to appoint a” profes- 
sional firm of. Accountants as 
Treasurers and to fix their re- 
muneration -notwithstanding any- 
thing in the present Rules of the 
Club to the contrary. 

Addressing the meeting on this 
matter, Mr. Ralston said that the 
suggested alterations. were the out- 
come of reports made by the Sub- 
Committee to the General Commit- 
tee, which have been accepted -by 


the latter, and he thought‘all would. 


agree that they were long overdue. 
The increase of one member in 
each of the Soccer and rugger gee- 
tions was essential in order to en- 
able the Commmittee, which was 
too small, to get a quorum. He 
also thought that although the ap- 
pointment of Treasurers was not 
necessary at the present stage, pro- 
vision should be made at the meet- 
ing. 

The meeting responded to Mr. 
Ralston’s invitation to show their 
confidence in the Committee by un- 
animously agreeing to the _ Suggest- 
ed alterations. 

Mr. Russell argued that’ six 
members, three “for rugger and 
three for soccer, were inadequate. 
He suggested that the number be 
increased by one in. each case by 
the inclusion of non-playing mem- 
bers. The suggestion did not find 
favour with the meeting. 

Four amendments to rules were 
then proposed by Mr. Dvnean.

Camping Hints 
SOME MORE POINTS 'TO

Camp Fires 

There are several kinds of fires 
—Cooking fires und Warmth fires, 
Council, sing-song or Fires of 
Friendship, but in all cases the 
spot you should select for your 
fires should be,on the leeward side 
of the tents. The turfs should be 
carefully removed. 
' How to Lay it 

‘A good way of laying the fire ia 
by the pyramid method. First 
obtain a good supply of dry dead» 
wood. In the centre of the place 
from. which the turf has been re- 
moved, a forked green stick should 
be firmly placed in a perpendicular 
position. Around this stick place a j 
tair amount of dried leaves. 
Over the leaves lay a good supply 
of twigs with their ends resting on 
the forked stick.. This fire is the 
fire of friendship. 

Cooking Fire 

The cooking fire is made for an 
entirely different purpose, .and it 
must be made in such a way as to 
avoid using considerable amount of 
fuel.. The “treneh fire’ is best for 
this purpose. All you -have to do 
is to dig a trench about two feet 
long and about one foot wide. Get 
two logs and flatten them at the 
bottom. Lay them nn the ground, 
each side of the edge of the onen- 
ing.
